Francis H. Tilden, Former Gazette 
Correspondent and Shoemaker Passes 
Away at Age of 92 Years. 

Francis It. Tilden, one of Wey- 
mouth's best liked and oldest citizens, 
the last of the old-time singing mas- 
ters has passed to the "great beyond." 
Confined to his bed for some time with 
diseases incident to old age, the grand 
old man answered his last “assign- 
ment" last Sunday, at the ago of 92 
years, passing away in the house on 
Front street in which he had lived 
nearly 70 years. 

Mr. Tilden was born in Weymouth 
Landing, Jan. 1, 1824, son of Atherton 
W. and Mary (Joyce) Tilden. Young 
Tilden attended the public schools un- 
til 13 years of age and was then ap- 
prenticed to a shoemaker. He was one 
of the first to open a boot and shoe 
factory in Weymouth. 

Tilden possessed a fine voice. lAt 14 
he berame a member of the choir of 
the Union Congregational Church as n 
boy soprano. 

At 16 he was chosen director and 
teacher of a chorus of 20 voices, and 
for the next 10 years taught singing 
schools in North Weymouth, Quincy, 
Randolph, Braintree and other South 
Shore towns. He was choirmaster at 
the First Unlversalist and First Bap- 
tist Churches and the Baptist chapel, 
this town. 

Mr. Tilden was for many years an 
active member of the Weymouth and 
Braintree Glee Club and the Wey- 
mouth Singing Society. On Fast Day 
in 1844. with the last- named organiza- 
tion, he gave a concert in the Town 
Hall at Duxbury and serenaded Daniel 
Webster at his home in Marshfield. 
The whole company were invited into 
Mr. Webster’s library and sang. 

In 1800 Mr. Tilden was chosen a 
town constable and built the first 
lockup in the basement of a building 
opposite First Unlversalist church. An 
occupation with little remuneration, 
but of unfailing interest, was his posi- 
tion for years on the correspondence

For example, the best motion picture 
theaters hi lUo do Janeiro do not allow 
patrons to drop In or out nt will A 
film is advertised to begin nt a certnln 
hour of the afternoon or evening. At 
tho appointed Mine doors are closed, or 
a %ost cases n heavy nnd highly 
decorated curtain is dropped, and the 
nhow In tho auditorium begins Its func- 
tions. 

A rather novel arrangement, also 
noted in other Brazilian elties. Is the 
waiting loVby Immediately tn front of 
tlu> entrance proper. After purchasing 
a ticket tlu* fwtren enters tho lobby or 
corridor, fakes a comfortable sent nnd 
wnlts until tlie termination of tho first 
section of tlie play, the time of which 
may bo u few minutes or half an hour. 
While wnltlng one cay listen to tlie 
band of music, which mny be heard 
equally well by those within tho lol>- 
by or In the audience. 

At times tho crowds become congest- 
ed anil nil the lobby seats are occupied. 
In such cases the ticket seller with- 
holds further admissions and tlie 
crowd remains upon the street, but tho 
brllllnnt electric lights (if uight) and 
the music of the band continue to 
swell the number of wnltlng patrons. 

The night ts the most populnr hour 
for the crowds, as nt thnt tlm© tho 
wholo family turns out. and every one 
who can afford nn automobile presses 
It Into service. At one of the best mo- 
tion pictures In Buenos Aires n writer 
counted more than 200 muchlnos 
drawn op in lines awaiting the closing 
of only an average attraction. Tlie 
hour wns near midnight and about ns 
much ceremony wns observed as If the 
finest opera company had boon the 
stnr performers.— Argonaut.

One needs only to compare the 
figures given below to see that the 
increased appropriations made at the 
last annual town meeting together 
With increases in the County and 
Metropolitan Park taxes tor 1916 over 
1916, to realize that nothing could 
keep the rate down when It Is con- 
sidered that the town was practically 
wholly re- valued before this year.

I have left “Conny” Condrick and 
the Co. K. boys. I am in Co. I 8th 
Mass. Inf. and we are guarding this 
town which is 10 1-2 miles southeast 
of El Paso. Ylesta is a small town 
of 600 people and a lot of 'Mexicans, 
it is more pleasant here than in El 
Paso, being 3369 feet above sea level. 
During the day it is quite warm but 
at night we are compelled to use two 
-blankets tb keep warm. This town 
also has more bushes and grass than 
Kl Paso and as usual it rained our 
first night here. Icist night it was 
quite windy and uhout 3 30 the next 
morning our tent blew down covering 
us competely The corporal sum- 
moned me to get up ami fix it but I 
told them to sleep till break of day. 
which we did. Several of the boys 
never moved when the tent came 
down. 

It is a good little town hut the 
soldiers seem to be great Ij disliked 
and if the natives see us coming on 
t tie same side of the street, they will 
cross over. There is a dance hall 
directly in front of our tents and t tie 
admission is free, but to dance some 
one must deposit a nickel in th* 
piano, then we all dance. It costs each 
about 5 cents a night and when we 
entei the hall the girls leave instant- 
ly so two of the boys dance together 
and it is great fun. 

Down here we have different orders 
than in Kl Paso. in th^t town it 
was “Halt 1 Who goes there.” Down 
here it is “Stop!" if they don't 

stop, we stop them This place is 

lull of “spicks” but they are scared 
J of us. We travel together so as to 
avoid trouble. 

We leave here for El Paso in 15 
days and rumor lias it we start hoine- 
waid about Oct. 1st.

John Qulltcy Adams, sixth president 
Of the United Sfatoa and previously 
minister to Russia and secretory of 
gortk. wrote several hymns which were 
gang in Congregational churches, 
though be was a Unitarian. Flo wrote 
a metrical version of tho Psalms, 
which was published after his death. 

Tho Longfellow brothers. Ilcnry W. 
end Stephen, both wrote so run good 
hymns. Francis Scott Key, author of 
the "Star Spangled Bonner," wrote a 
thanksgiving hytun beginning, "Before 
the Lard we bow,” which used to be 
gang at Fourth of July celebrations 
The two Cary sisters, Alice and 
Phoebo, who lived near Cincinnati 
hath wrote «omo tine hymns. Phoebe 
wrote the hymn beginning, "One 
sweetly aolmnii thought." 

Other Americans who hove written 
good hymns were John Plerpout 
Chaflcs Beecher, a brother of Henry 
Ward Ueecher, and Mrs Van Alstyne 
(Fanny Crosby), who wrote more 
hymns than any of tho others above 
named.— Philadelphia Press.

The best way to have eggs keep fresh 
dnrlng the hot weather Is to have infertile 
crrs. 

By actual experiment It has been found 
that by feeding alfalfa hay with corn the 
cost of fattening pigs has been decreased 
almost one-half. 

Don't relax feeding the young chicks 
dnrlng the hot summer months, because 
you think there is plenty of grass and 
bogs for them They need more than 
that. 

Soak stale bread In sweet skim milk, 
press ont the milk as completely as possl. 
ble, and feed the chicks. Also keep coarse 
sand before them ; without It the chicks 
cannot grind their food. 

Blanching with earth is probably one of 
the most practical and cheapest ways 
known for blanching celery, and Is the 
best salted for the blanching of celery for 
winter use. The essential difference In 
this and other blanching methods Is the 
width of the row, which Is from 5 to 0 
feet apart Instead of 3 feet. 

A flock of geese, preferably a variety 
such as the Toulouse, Is a profitable ad* 
junct to aDy farm. They are compara- 
tively easy to handle, in summer requiring 
no shelter of any kind. Oft times the en- 
tire flock settles down for the night in 
one corner of the pasture under the lee of 
a fence or clump of bushes. In the win- 
ter simple sheds or "lean-tos'' appear to 
afford ample protection. It Is best to 
have running water or a pond of some 
kind within easy access, and plenty of 
food should be provided. 

Fecundity in swine appears to be In- 
heritable, at least to a slight degree. This 
fact is borne out by herdbook records. 
Allowing for their errors, It is question- 
able whether the size of the litter really 
represents the hereditary factors trans- 
mitted. The wild bog usually averages 
four pigs per litter, very fertile sows of 
improved breeds often average eight pigs, 
but the Taraworth, with an average of 
twelve pigs per sow, is the most fecund 
breed. 

A rapidly growing chick gains not only 
In flesh, but makes bone at the same rate, 
and in order to make this necessary bone 
growth a large amount of ash is required 
in the form of lime and phosphates. Some 
of tills kind is furnished from vegetable 
juices, but it must also lie furnished from 
animal and mineral sources. Shell and 
grit are the two most common minera 1 
Hources, while beef scrap and granulated 
bone are the most common aDimal sources. 
Beef scrap should not be fed in excess, 
so bone is the most reliable source from 
which to obtain the bulk of this animal 
requirement 

About this time ofjthe year the gardener 
has had time to pick out the weak spots 
in the law n If the lawn does not seem 
to be up to the standard, despite the fre- 
quent rains which we have had, it is a 
sure sign that something Is missing. If 
it is plant food, a top dressing of nitrate 
of soda will be highly beneficial. Care 
should be taken that not too much is ap* 
plied. A very good w ay of applying the 
dressing especially on parts of the law n 
that are backward, is to take atiout an 
ounce of tlie nitrate to a few gallons of 
water, applying it with a sprinkling can. 
Applications made at intervals of three 
weeks will soon restore the law n. Mumus 
can also lie applied with very bem tidal 
results 

The youug stock ueed attention, hut 
never forget the laying lien at this season 
Two dozen eggs at 20 cents per dozen are 
almost as good as oue dozen at 10 cents, 
and those 20 cent eggs produced in the 
summer are nearly a sure crop.

As announced in another column, 
the tax rate In Weymouth has taken a 
good Jump for the year 1916. It Is 
$21. or $1.60 more than last year. 
More taxable property has been found 
by the assessors— and yet the tax 
rale Is higher yet it isn't up to your 
assessors — not a bit of It — when the 
town gets through appropriating all 
kinds of amounts at It's annual town 
meeting and gets right down to hard 
pan its needs, like Cohasset and other 
towns have done the last few yearB 
then the tax rate will get the profs 
knocked out and It will drop. 

The state tax has taken a great 
jump this year and with the large 
appropriation at the town meeting, 
these factors combine to put our tax 
rate up in the twenties again. Next 
on the list is to get the cash to pay 
the tax hil ls. 

There are lots of people in this 
town who are from Missouri — they 
have to be shown' — and the last three 
weeks a good number of these same 
people have been shown in one line of 
thought. In previous years, it has 
been the hue and cry of a good many 
of our citizens that we neoded some- 
thing going on in town on Sundays, 
especially In the afternoon, for the 
benefit of our working people. Yes, 
they all said band concerts would b$ 
just the thing. 

This summer t lie Park Commission- 
ers led by G. Herbert Walsh started 
the innovation of having band con- 
certs on Webb Park, a cheery, well 
located spot in Weymouth Landing. 
There is a fine band stand at the 
park, room plenty for all, and three 
hand concerts have been held. What 
is the result? The same citizens who 
kicked at the dullness of the Sunday 
afternoons for themselves and their 
wives and children, still kick, hut now 
it is because they can’t gather on Iheir 
favorite street corner and knock the 
town, because it is so dead. The 
Park Commissioners have, to uso the 
slang expression, “called their bluff." 
Now all you citizens of Ward 3 espec- 
ially — wake up and support a good 
thing— If you help boom these con- 
certs, it will lead to larger and better 
things at your park in the future. 
There are expenses, not many, hut 
some, to lie met in connection with 
these concerts, loosen up and do your 
share. You wouldn’t expect to get 
into a 1ml 1 game or a movie show for 
nothing, even on Sunday — why not 
help out in a thing that is not to 
make money but to give you a little 
recreation, a little something differ- 
ent on your day of rest. The Park 
Commissioners want these concerts 
to go— your wife, your children — re- 
member they enjoy these concerts if 
you don’t — isn’t their pleasure as well 
as the welfare of your town worth a 
little of your spare change thesp fine 
Sunday afternoons Weymouth Land- 
ing has started many good movements 
now Ward 3 — don’t let this one get 
away— you will be doing your little 
mite to boom Webb Park and Its 
concerts.

So much has been said In Weymouth 
about the production of milk, wa print 
the following for our dairymen’s In- 
terests: 

“It Is to the advantage of every 
good dairyman to produce good, clean, 
wholesome milk, and milk that does 
not come in this class should not be 
permitted to be sold. It Is the care- 
| less. Indifferent dairyman who makes 
no profit from his herds and cheapens 
the price of good milk and curtails its 
consumption Many theorists have 
been at work upon (he subject of 
clean milk production and many of 
them have advocated principles and 
practices that could not be followed 
by any farmer and sell his milk at a 
reasonable price and make any profit 
It is being found, too that some of the 
practices advocated by these men are 
not conducive to producing the best 
kind of jnilk. Instances are on record 
whore cows kept In barns thoroughly 
cleansed with water each day were 
more or less troubled with rheuma- 
tism and the milk produced by them 
contained a higher percentage of bac- 
teria than those kept under good sani- 
tary conditions and not In an atmos- 
phere laden with moisture. 

The essentials for the production of 
clean milk, as we look upon them, 
may be enumerated as follows: 

First, the person must be clean In 
his habits. 

Second, the milking utensils must 
be thoroughly washed and sterilized 
with either live steam or boiling hot 
water and thoroughly dried. 

It Is not at, good practice to use a 
cloth In drying the utensils, but rather 
permit them to dry from the heat used 
In sterilizing them. It has been found 
that rinsing water left in milk cans 
has been the means of supplying food 
for bacteria and thus increasing their 
numbers in milk more than some of 
the (bad practices in milking. Where 
it is possible, milk dealers should 
ha^e arrangements for thoroughly 
cleansing, sterilizing, and drying the 
cans before returning them to the 
farmer. 

Third, clean cows. 

We recognize that experiments have 
been made to indicate that clean, 
wholesome milk can be produced 
where he cows are not kept clean, but 
we think It is rather dangerous to ad- 
vocate that good milk can be secured 
from dirty cows. A dirty cow and a 
clean person do not harmonize and 
there Is little to be gained by even 
tolerating an unclean cow. A man 
who has formed the habit of ibclng 
clean could not tolerate unnecessary 
dirt upon a cow: 

Fourth, clean stables. 

There is nothing more discouraging 
in dairy work and nothing creates a 
dislike for milking more than a dark, 
dirty stable. Whitewash is inexpensive 
and while not absolutely necessary for 
the production of clean milk, it Is a 
good practice to apply whitewash at 
least once a year and provide better 
cow homes and more cheerful condi- 
tions for the attendants. 

Fifth, barns should be well ventilat- 
ed. 

Cows cannot he kept in the highest 
i state of health and breathe vitiated 
air. Pure air vitalizes the blood and 
this in turn keeps the cow healthy. 

Sixth, let plenty of sunlight into the 
| stable. 

j Windows are no more expensive 
| than the other portions of the stable 
* walls. Sunlight destroys bacteria. 
| Not only does sunlight have a cleans- 
j ing, purifying power, but It provides 
a better place for the cows and one 
more Inviting to those who milk and 
care for them. 

Se\enth, milk should he cooled to 
! below 60 degrees Immediately after 
milking. It is better, when possible, 
to cool It to 50 degrees and hold It at 
this temperature under clean, whole- 
! some surroundings until taken to 
i market. 

j It will be found that when a person 
makes up his mind to follow out these 
| practices necessary for the production 
of clean milk, farm work will he more 
| attractive and there will he less desire 
to leave the farm for some other oc- 
cupation." — Hoard'6 Dairyman.

After a prolonged illness, John 
Jacob Loud, for many years a promi- 
nent and highly respected citizen of 
Weymouth died on Thursday, August 
10, 1916. 

Like his father before him, Mr. 
Loud was for more than twenty years, 
cashier of the Union National Bank 
of Weymouth and Braintree in Wash- 
ington Square, and a strong and help- 
ful influence for good in the communi- 
ty. 

John Jacob Loud, the only son of 
the Hon. John White Loud and Sarah 
Humphrey (Blanchard) Loud, was 
born in Weymouth, (Nov. 2, 1844. He 
prepared for college at the^Weymouth 
High Echool, and was graduated from^ 
Harvard College with the degree of A. 
B. in 1866. later receiving the degree 
of A. M. from his Alma Mater. Dur- 
ing his college days he sang in the 
Chapel Choir and Glee Club, and for 
many years, in his native town, was 
leader of the Village Glee Cluib and a 
soloist In the Oratorio Rehearsals 
which gave Weymouth musical fame. 

Following the study if law for sev- 
eral years In the office of Jewell, Gas- 
ton (later Gov. Gaston) nnd Field. 
Mr. Loud was admitted to the bar in 
Boston In 1872. His knowledge of the 
law thus acquired, he used in the 
writing of wills, the settling of estates 
and as a peacemaker between litigants 
often with little or no compensation. 

In 1871 he accepted the invitation 
of his father who was cashier of the 
Union National Bank, to become his 
assistant, and upon the sudden death 
of his father In 1874, was appointed to 
succeed him as cashier. The duties of 
this position he faithfully performed, 
until in 1895 his health demanded a 
respite. 

In 1872 Mr. Loud married Emily 
Keith Vickery, who died In 1912, and 
| they had eight children of whom six 
are living, four sons, John Hermann 
Loud, organist; Rev. Oliver B. Ixiud, 
Ralph W. Loud, civil engineer; Roger 
| P. Loud, electrical engineer and two 
daughters. Martha A. Loud, and Helen 
' F. Loud. He is also survived by two 
alders, Mrs. Alexis H. French and 
Miss Annie F. Loud of Brookline. He 
was a faithful husband and a conspicu- 
ously devoted father, finding his 
keenest joy In the companionship of 
his children, and in helping and in- 
spiring them Intellectually and tnoral- 
* iy. 

The Union Congregational church 
of Weymouth and Braintree received 
his earnest and active support, and he 
was a regular attendant at tis ser- 
vices. and a valuable helper in the 
mid-week prayer meetings. 

For twenty-four years lie was the 
Choir Director and simply as a friend 
arranged for the music and sang at 
hundreds of funerals For twenty 
years or more he also served as treas- 
urer of the Parish, and by urgent re- 
quest he became an active member of 
the committee of the Norfolk Asso- 
ciation of Churches. 

He was one of the founders and for 
many years the enthusiastic president 
of the Weymouth Historical Society, 
arousing in others much interest in 
such matters as Town History and 
Genealogy.

Ocean.” 

He had marked ability as a writer 
dL prose, poetry and song, and his 
writings appeared often in the public 
press, while his gift as a speaker 
made him sought in this capacity for 
many public and social occasions. 

Mr. Loud had such a dignfled and 
courtly bearing and fine presence as 
to be conspicuous everywhere. 

He lived his life as an unselfish, 
public-spirited citizen, a tnan of 
sterling and noble character, a sensi- 
tive, refined and scholarly gentlemen, 
scrupulously honest and faithful, and 
conscientiously and strongly for the 
right. 

Many of those who esteemed and 
loved him have gone before. 

Many are the changes in the home 
town and many are the new faces on 
the streets. Yet many indeed are they 
who remain to feel personal bereave- 
ment and mourn for a firm, stanch 
and kind friend. 

The funeral services were held at 
his former home, 87 Commercial 
street, Saturday at 2 o'clock and 
were more than usually Impressive. 
His six children who had been in at- 
tendance upon hitn during his last 
illness were present. So were many 
relatives and friends. There were 
beautiful flowers in profusion. The 
Rev. Oliver Huckel, D.D. of Baltimore, 
Maryland, long a friends of the family 
officiated. The Pilgrim male quartet 
of Boston rendered three appropriate 
selections, "Lead Kindly Light” 
“Crossing the Bar” “Nearer My God, 
to Thee.” The burial was in the fani- 
lv lot in the Village cemetery.

There is also the possibility of occasional human error, where an oper- 
ator has misunderstood the number given or has made a mistake in her 
switchboard work.

In the course of a year we receive 
many letters from our subscribers in- 
forming us of the advancement they 
have made since they started to read 
this column. It is a source of satisfac- 
tion to receive letters of this charac- 
er as it is encouraging to know that 
we are advocating principles and 
practices which provide greater re- 
turns to those following our sugges- 
tions. • 

Don't yank and abuse the horses for 
your own lack of wisdom. 

More rapid gains are made by pigs on 
good pasture, and the risk of sickness is 
also lessened. 

Do not fall to set a few rows of late to- 
matoes. If gathered just before frost 
and wrapped In paper the green fruit will 
keep until Christmas or later and ripen 
well. 

Make It a point to keep the chicks busy 
scratching. Scatter fine grains In the lit- 
ter, and by scratching It out they will get 
the exercise necessary to good health. 

Eggs are easily affected by had odors. 
Do not keep In a musty grain bln, or In 
the vegetable cellar, or where they can 
absorb the odors of kerosene and gaso- 
line. 

Don't cut the roots of your corn by 
plowiug too deep. It needs those feeder 
roots, and If they are cut off they never 
will be of any help. If you have a roll of 
roots on your plow wheu you reach the 
end of the row, change plows. 

In purchasing feeding materials, 
European farmers consider the cost of 
feed per pound of nutrients. Few Ameri- 
can farmers have a definite Idea of the 
different nutrients which compose the 
feedstuffs or their uses. 

Five acres of land is enough territory 
for any poultry plant where the labor Is 
to be attended to by one or two men. As 
much if not more money can be made by 
two men on five acres, as with double the 
number of men on twice the amount of 
land. When It comes to leaving the care 
of fowls to hired help, It becomes a ques- 
tion of risk, for It is very seldom that a 
man can be hired who will give the same 
care to the fowls as he would If he owned 
them. 

The peach trees should be mounded by 
the end of July or by the first week In 
August at the latest. This is to make the 
borer lay Its eggs high on the plant so they 
can be easily gotten at later in the season 
when worming begins. The worms come 
from the tree during the last of June and 
first of July, go Into the ground and stay 
there from three or four weeks before ap- 
pearing as the adult moth and beglnniug 
the laying of eggs on the plants for the 
crop of borers this fall and winter. It is 
for this reason that the trees should be 
mounded by the end of the first week In 
August at the latest. Do not neglect this 
Important orchard practice. 

Tomato blossom and rot Is caused by a 
fungus. It attacks the blossom end of 
the fruit while the fruit Is green and 
causes it to rot and drop off before It is 
mature. 

As soon as th” disease is observed, pull 
ofl' all affected fruit and destroy It. After 
this, spray thoroughly w Itb Bordeaux mix- 
ture. Bordeaux mixture Is made with 1 
pound of blue stone, 1 pound of quick 
lime and 12 gallons of water. If fruit is 
ripening, gather all ripe fruit before spray- 
ing. It is necessary to repeat the spray 
every week for as long as long as there 
Is auy slgu of the disease. This spray 
will be found effective lu reducing the 
damage done by the rot. 

During the hot weather of July and 
August the milk fiow of the average herd 
drops down nearly half. The beat aud 
the condition of the pastures common at 
that time of the yesr sre the main causes 
of this drop. The files generally blamed 
sre of much less importance than other 
conditions. The real cause is the failure 
of the animals to eat sufficient feed. 
Poor pastures, heat and files may all con- 
tribute to this result. It will be observed 
that during the hot weather the cows will 
graze but little and come to the barn at 
night evidently hungry. To produce 
three gallons of milk a day a cow has to 
gather at least 100 or 123 pounds of grass 
If the pastures are short and the weather 
hot, generally this much grass w ill not be 
gathered and soon the milk flow goes 
dowu

Will Bay State Fix Road? 

Railroad Company Must Remove Pavements On Broad Street and 
Make Inside of Track Conform To New Street. Superintendent 
Johnson To Demand Early Compliance With Request. 

Several weeks ago the Gazette published an item calling the 
attention of the officials to the dangerous corner at Central square, Hast 
Weymouth, where the Quincy cars swing onto Broad street. As a new 
piece of road is beiug built at this corner and along Broad street to 
Fairmount avenue, the corner in question was carefully discussed, but ns 
yet nothing can be done to widen Broad street at this poiut. However, 
in building the road Superintendent Irving E. Johnson has evidently 
started something in making his very reasonable and correct request of 
the Bay State Street Railway to fix the roadbed between their tracks 
with the same material that the town built the road. Mr. Johnson put 
the situation up to certain railway officials and they politely told him to 
refer it to the headquarters of the railway company, through a request 
from the local selectmen. On Monday at their meeting the selectmen 
voted to send a communication to the Bay State Street Railway asking 
them to resurface between the tracks, and for eighteen incites on each 
side, with the same material as the new road. What the railway will 
do in the matter is not known, but it is reported that officials of the 
company are not inclined to go to the expense on this piece of track 
unless absolutely necessary. 

However, we are informed there is a new law in the state, which 
states that the railways can be compelled to resurface between their 
tracks with the same material as the road, and, therefore, the pavements 
now on Broad street will have to come up. If the track rondbed is 
properly resurfaced it will assist in no small way to give traffic more 
room on Weymouth’s busiest street. As it is now autoists hug the 
sidewalks, as the pavements are very rough and almost unridable in an 
automobile or wagon. 

The new piece of road installed thus far is a great credit to the 
ability of Mr. Johnson and should stand the heavy strain in a very 
serviceable manner. The outcome of the request of the Bay State Street 
Railway will be noted with interest by all Weymouthites. In the mean- 
time Mr. Johnson is pushing his part of the work to completion and 
saying nothing.

Weymoutk, Mass., Aug. 15. 1430. 
Editor "Quickville Pioneer”—- 
Dear Old Pal: — 

If you have not been In Wey- 
mouth since we went West fifteen 
years ago, you must get on a move 
and come. To be sure, not many of 
the old familiar faces are now here, 
but a younger generation is taking 
their places and the town is growing 
rapidly; and the way they are doing 
things and the spirit they manifest 
are a revelation even to a Westerner. 

The town has changed Immensely 
and if it were not for certain old names 
and landmarks, I would scarcely re- 
cognize the locality. One of the big- 
gest changes is in the town govern- 
ment. They are pursuing a different 
policy today, and to my mind it is 
working a marvellous Improvement. 

Instead of wrangling over valua- 
tions and tax-rates, and cheese-paring 
appropriations, and then suffering 
from “jobs,” everybody seems to be 
alert and ready to push along what- 
ever will promote the welfare of the 
town and enhance values. On all sides 
the leading thought Is "Weymouth the 
Home Town.” The citizens despise 
every form of tax-dodging, and even 
the wealthy consider it good economy 
to contribute their proper share for 
the public expense. 

In fact the tax rate is not as high 
as It used to be. 

Under a system of supervision and 
inspection with checks and forfeits, in 
all town departments (including the 
Assessors), no "job” gets by without 
grief to the "jobber.” 

I am told that the great change waa 
started twelve or fourteen years ago 
by the formation of the United Im- 
provement Association of Weymouth. 

This is composed of about 200 dele- 
gates from six or seven village im- 
provement associations in the town, 
the number from each being propor- 
tional to its membership. 

In addition to these delegates, there 
are representatives from the Board of 
Trade, the Agricultural Society, the 
Granges, the Women's Clubs, the 
School Teachers’ Association, every 
church, and other clubs and societies 
that have public interests, each organi- 
zation being entitled to one represent- 
ative.

The black nose of a Guernsey does 
not Indicate Impure breeding.

“BUSY” or 
“DON’T ANSWER?” 


WHEN THE OPERATOR REPORTS THAT “THE LINE IS BUSY,” 

it is because she has taken the time to test the line called for. 

It would be easier for her to complete the connection than to make such 
a report. If the operator did not test on every call, she might plug in 
on a busy line. 

Furthermore, “Busy” means that the hue (not necessarily the telephono 
number you have called) is in use. The subscriber on a four party lino 
may not be talking, but one of the three other subscribers may be, 
making the entire lino closed to traffic, or some one of the party subscri- 
bers may have put in a toll call and the line is being held awaiting its 

completion. Lengthly conversations on unimportant matters often 
COnjest party lines and give cause for protests from other subscribers 
in common. 

WHEN THE OPERATOR REPORTS “THEY DON’T ANSWER,” 
she has done all within her means to compel an answer to her summons. 
That summoning power is the ringing of a bell, a mechanical signal 
which says, “Someone desires to speak to you.” It remains with the 
person called to be prompt in responding. 

If a subscriber is slow in responding, the calling person may bang up 
the receiver, assuming that the former is inaeessible. Then there is an 
additional inconvenience to the called person when the operator reports, 
“There is no one on the line now, please excuse it.” The operator who 
makes that report usually is located at a different switchboard than the 
operator who rang the bell, and is unable to ascertain where the cull 
originated.
